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NACIFIC’S OIL SCARCITY 
IS DIVERTING SHIPPING. 


Failure to Develop Public Land Sends 
Oriental Lines to the Gulf — 
and Atlantic.

{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Uniess California and other western oil 
lands arc developed, including the naval reserves, virtually all the ship- 
ping to thé Orient will be diverted to gulf and Atlantic ports, via the Pan- 
ama Canal. This is the statement made to the Bureau of Mines by Mau- 
gice Leehy of Seattle, attorney for the Alaska Shipping Commission. Fur- 
thermore, he has the facts which appear to confirm his conclusion. 

One of the solutions which he hopes to see for the situation, in addi- 
tion to the passage of the oil-leasing bill, is a pipe line from the Wyo- 
ming field to the Pacific Coast via the water-level route, probably down 
the Snake and the Columbia rivers, and distribution at Portland, Seattle 
or some other port in the Northwest. The necessary lift, he figures, will 


not exceed 600 feet and would be much less of an undertaking than the 


~eeomiemplated pipe line to the gulf, where the Wyoming oil would have 
te Come into competition with the oil from a field now already overpro- 
dacing with consequent soft prices. This feature of his observations will 
have immediate attention of the Bureau of Mines. 


Puel oil is now selling in Seattle 
at $1.85 per barrel and at San 
Francisco and other points on the 
Coast as low as $1.60, but that is 
the minimum for Pacific shipping. 
The same grade is selling at $1.05 
per barrel in New York and less 
than a dollar in Gulf ports. Most 
of the modern ships of the Oriental 
fleets burn oil and the tendency in 
building ships is to provide for oil 
burners or Diesel engines. Steam - 
ing radits and cargo space are 
greatly increased. 

In order to get cheap fuel for the 
ofl burners the Japanese line al- 
ready has diverted some of its boats 
to the eastern seaboard via the 
Panama Canal and the movement is 
inereasing daily. If this is continued 
the West Coast will be divested of 
all but coal burners; and as the 
scarcity of ships is now very ap- 
parent the whole shipping futare of 
the Pacific Coast is bound up with 
the oil induatr~. 


Unless some method for increas- 
ing production is devised by Con- 
gress there is little chance of sav- 
ing the Coast shipping, according to 
Mr. Leehy, and he cites Texas as an 
example. Texas controls her own 
public lands and has been generous 
to prospectors for oil. The result 
is apparent in the great oil develop- 
ment in that State. Oklahcma’s 
great oil Wevelopment has almost 
entirely been on Indian lands under 
liberal leases from the Indian com- 
missioner s office, approved by the 
Secretary of the Interior. 

In all of the so-called public land 
States there is no development due 
to the adverse laws and the with- 
drawals from entry of some of the 
richest oil-bearing lands in the 
country now known as the naval 
reserves. Most of these are in Cali-

$300 a year increase granted by the 
City Council last night, and 800 City 
Hall clerical workers returned to 
their desks.

California Puts Herself 


Lead by Third Stride in 
Improvement.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 


Emphatic approval was given today 
by California voters to a State high- 
way bond issue of $40,000,000, 
making a total of $73,000,000 voted 
for highway construction in the last 
decade. 

Every section of the State rolled 
up tremendous majorities for the is- 
sue; and, because of the lack of any 
organized opposition, the success of 
the measure was apparent from . 
opening of the polls. 

The vote nowhere was heavy, 
probably less than one-third of the 
registered vote being cast. 
ratio in favor of the bonds was 
about 6 to 1. 

Interest in highway construction 
by the State developed in 1910 when 
the first bond election carried by a 
majority of more than 12,000. The 
succeeding issues developed over- 
whelming majorities. 

The present issue originated in 
the last Legislature as a reconstruc- 
tion measure to provide employment 
for returning veterans and to com- 
plete unfinished gaps, laterals con- 
templated under the two previous

“However, the bonds have carried 
and California takes her third stride 
forward in the matter of good roada, 
putting herself in the lead of every 
State in the nation.” 


Early returns in Los Angeles city 
and county last night indicated that 
the proposal for a $40,000,000 bond 
issue for State highways was carried 
here by about six to one. The vote 
was lizht. 

The official count of the total vote 
in the first 785 precincts reported, 
700 of which are in the city, 
showed, according to figures an- 
nounced at the office of the county 
registrar of voters: For the bonds, 
21,231; against, 3335. This is a pro- 
portion of about six to one, which 
was pretty steadily maintained 
throughout the early hours of the 
count. The first city precinct to re- 
port was No. 715, where the vote 
was: For the bonds, twenty: against, 
was: For the bonds, 20; against, 4. 

Total registration in the city 5 
198.489 and in the county 119, 791. 
total of 318,280. 

In the city, it was stated, less 
than 15 per cent. of the registered 
vote was cast. In the county the 
vote was about 15 per cent. 

Earliest returns from outside the 
city indicated the vote in the county 
Was also exceedingly light, with the 
ratio of votes for and against the 
issue about the same as inside the 
munjcipality.

NEAR BALTIMORE; RAPID 
EXPANSION CAUSE,

BALTIMORE, July 1.—The big 
navy dirigible C-8, commanded by 
of

after landing at Camp Holabird, near 
this city at 12:30 today to adjust 
rudder trouble. 

The explosion shook the canton- 
ment and the eastern section of the 
city like an earthquake. The great 
balloon instantly became a mass of 
flames. 

Shooting flames and bits of blaz- 
ing fragments scattered over the 
crowd of nearly 200 persons, men, 
women and children who had gath- 
ered on the camp field to see the 
monster flier and many of whom 
were blown partly across the field. 

Seventy-five persons, mostly wom- 
en and children. were burned or 
otherwise injured. None of the offi- 
ces or crew of the C were hurt, 
though several of them sustained 
severe shock. 

According to the commander thd 
explosion is believed to have been 
caused by rapid expansion caused by 
heat. 

Some of the persons including 
Camp Holabird men who were near 
the dirigible were blown twenty or 
thirty feet by the concussion. Houses 
a mile away were shaken and win- 
dows broken by the shock. The air 
was filled with gas fumes. The 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Pank, 
half a mile from the scene, was bad- 
ly damaged. Mrs. Pank, who was 
on the second floor, was severely 
injured. 

Relief was organized immediately 
from the Camp Holabird hospital 
and sixty persons went there to have 
their wounds dressed, about twenty 
being burned seriously enough to re- 
main in the institution. 

Samuel de Luca, a Young Men's 
Christian Association officer, who 
was standing on the railing of the 
car when the big bag burst, was 
lung several feet out of the range 
of the fire, badly burned about the 
hands and legs.

The final tests of the en- 
pines of the R-34 were made this afternoon and at 5 o’clock it was hoped that a start at 2 o'clock tomorrow 
morning would be possible. Reports from the Atlantic were favorable and, * a breeze was still blow- 
ing, thére was no reason why the flight should not be attempted. 

Maj. Scott, after the airship's beWavior in the trip to Germany, has no fear of an Atlantic storm. The 
R-34 was then exposed for more than forty-six hours to a forty-two-knot gale and heavy rain. Her officers 
said they could see ships beneath them making very bad progress on account of the weather, but the R-34, 
thanks to the beautiful stream lines on which she is built, rode as steady as a rock and there was not the 


slightest cause for seasickness. 

{The giant British dirigible R-34 is the first lighter-than-air machine to attempt a trans-Atlantic flight. 
The airship, the largest of its kind in the world, measures 634 feet from nose to stern and carries three boats 
below the gas bag. She has a gas capacity of 12,000,000 cubic feet and is commanded by Maj. G. K. Scott 
of the Royal Air Force. The craft is equipped with a wireless system as powerful as that of the great ocean 
liners. Among the crew of twenty-three is Lieutenant-Commander Zachary Lansdowne, staff commander of 
the American naval air forces in France, making the voyage as representative of the United States Navy. 
It has been estimated that the R-34 will cross the Atlantic in from sixty to seventy hours under favorable 
weather conditions. With favorable weather, the R-34 is expected to parallel the route of the northern 
steamship lanes, but, should adverse weather conditions be encountered, she probably will take the south- 


ern course, passing over or near the Azores. The landing will be made at Roosevelt Field, Mineola, Long 
covering approximately 2000 miles.

VIENNA, June 29 (via Paris, 
July 1.)—Bela Kun, head of the 
Bolshevist government at Budapest, 
recently proposed a conference of all 
the states of the former Austrian 
empire in order to settle the status 
of questions existing amorg them 
and to reach a harmonious under- 
standing. His sukgestion is in line 
with a solution which has been in 
the minds of other persons inter- 
ested in bringing about the same re- 
sult, but who have no sympathy 
with Bolshevism. Bela Kua was 
asked for a statement of his ideas 
on this subject with spectal refer- 
ence as to how the conference may 
be called, how constituted and oth- 


er practical details. 
His answer, just telephoned from 


Entente to indorse such a confer- 
ence. 

Bela Kun's statement says: 

FOR DIRECT NEGOTIATIONS. 


“The soundness of the idea of dis- 
cussing a settling of affairs in all 
of the states of the former Auatro- 
Hengarian monarchy at a meeting 
in which the delegates vf these 
states will take part, is obvious. It 
is a consistent practice of ‘he much 
discussed principle of the sovercien 
right of nations to decidc their own 
fate. The war has rent asunder the 
former monarchy, an] consequent- 
ly has put an end to the arsociation 
of the various nations which has 
lasted for centuries. 

“It is natural the dismemberment 
of the century-old bends should 
cause a disturbance of the functions 
of the newly-formed states. It seems 
just as natural that these disturb- 
ances might be done away with bv 
a direct exchange of views. It is 
not only the best, but the only pos- 
sible way of removing disagreements 
which have turned up among these 
States. 
Only direct negotiations of the 
interested states could being about 
an understanding as it concerns the 
internal affairs of these states, ques- 
tions which regard them ahne. 

“It is truly no mere accifent that 
the Hungarian Communist republic 
suggested the idea of such a meet- 
ing for this government, which 
deems the interest of the working 
man to be uppermost. It thinks it 
is its duty to solve all questions 
peacefully d it wishes to put an 
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end to the terrible bloodshed. We 
feel sure the Entente is greatly in- 
terested in the re-estavlishment of 
the states of the former Austrian 
empire and will therefore not re- 
fuse to consent to such a corfer- 
ence.”

LONDON, June 30.—One of the 
urgent matters with which Premier 
Lloyd George has to deal, now that 
he has returned to England, is the 
revolt of some 200 Tory members of 
the coalition against what they sus- 
pect to be the government’s inten- 
tion In the field of nationalizing in- 
dustries. They fear that nationaliza- 
tion of the coal industry will be 
followed by the adoption of similar 
measures with railroads and other 
concerns, and are especially agitat- 
ing the transport bill, which gives 
Sir Eric Geddes, minister without 
portfolio, extensive powers over 
transport of all kinds, including the 
port of London.

PARIS, June 30.—The first public 
announcement of the text of the 
defensive pact between France, 
Great Britain and the Unites States 
will be made in the Chamber vf 
Deputies, the Echo de Paris says. 
The document, the newspaper adds, 
contains clauses intended to juatify 
it before British and American eet 
lic opinion. 

In presenting the text of the peace | 
treaty to the Chamber of Deputies 
today Premier Clemenceau made a 
brief speech, in which he retalied 
the French National Assembly which 
met at Bordeaux in 1871, aad added: 

“We make peace as we made war, 
without weakness. Internai peace is 
& necessity for external peace.“

They asked the appointment of wagon,” dear to every convalescent 


doughboy's heart. Mary Elizabeth 
in France became the mistress of 
the “pie wagon.” Starting with one, 
before she got through she had a 
dozen or more, plying a joyous trade 


around the various military hospitals 


in France. 

The “pie wagon,” in short, be- 
came as much of an institution with 
the American army as Mary Eliza- 
beth herself had become an _ insti- 
tution among the bon-bon fans at 
home. 

PIES, CAKES AND CANDIES. 

The army gave food, medicine, 
medical attention, clothing and shel- 
ter, and the Red Cross supplemented 
this with everything else that 
seemed necessary. But Mary Eliza- 
beth went the Red Cross and the 
army one better. She gave the boys 
not what they had a right to and 
what they might expect, but some- 
thing just a little bit finer than that. 
Something different — 
plus. She gave them pies, cakes, 
jellies, candies (yes, the same kind 
of candies that in New York City 
cost ever so many dollars a pound,) 
and she gave everything free, the 
American Red Cross footing the 
bills for the raw material and pro- 
viding the necessary help. 

Mary Elizabeth organized the diet 
kitchen, with its daily output of 
regular diet for each hospital, and 


do successful was it that she was 


called upon to organize them. Her 
special job was to mother lost ap- 
petites; to cater to’ them and coax 
them along; to cheer up sick hearts 
and minds by cheering up sick 
bodies. There were dozens of sol- 
diers who wouldn't eat, and dozens 
who thought they couldn't, but when 
one of Mary Elizabeth's little frilled 
paper individual containers with its 
friendly little personal note came 
out to them on the “pie wagon”’— 
“Oh, boy!“ they cried. “Who wahts | 
to go home?“ 

MARY ELIZABETH SWEETS. 

“You see, said Mary Elizabeth 
Evans, it wasn't altogether a mat- 
ter of nourishment with those sick 
men. It wasn’t just a case of hand- 
ing a man a doughnut or feeding 
him rice pudding out of a tin dish. 
That would have done for healthy; 
soldiers; they don't need frills, but 
sick men do. 

“They needed individual care and 
attention; they needed their imagi- 


they had no desire to eat. Beef and! 
beans wont stir the imagination 
or arouse any curiosity on ‘he part 
of a sick boy. Sick men like frills. 
And so we gave them frills. 

“One day we would send out a 
wine jelly with a creamy sauce, the 
next a good, soft, creamy rice pud- 
ding, the next perhaps a lemon 
jelly. We sent out besides the reg- 
ular diet a soft diet to patients who 
could eat no solid food, and every 
day in some ward or other we served 
ice cream and had a ‘ward party.’ 

IN FRILLED CONTAINERS. 

“Everything we made went into 
little white frilled containers. Then 
we loaded up the pie wagons’ and 
sent them out every day to every 
hospital in and near Paris. The 
French girls who came to assist me 
in the kitchens knew nothing of 
American cooking, so I began right 
away to teach them. We made pies 
and doughnuts—lemon meringue pie 
when we could get the eges fresh 
enough for it. which was seldom. 
We had to organize a posse several 
times a week to hunt for eggs; but 
we got a good egg powder which 
made a fine substitute. 
apple pies, and mince and raisin, 
and puddings and cookies 
chocolate cake.

15 PER CENT. OF PEOPLE.

RED CROSS AVOIDS RAILWAYS 
AS CARS INFESTED WITH 
TYPHUS LICE. 


[A P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCT.! 

SPALATO (Bosnia) Mav 5 (by 
mail.) —Fifteen per cent. of the 
population in Bosnia is absolutely 
destitute. Typhus is on the increase 
‘both in Bosnia and Herzegovina. 
Although only 800 cases of typhus 
are officially reported the American 
medical authorities believe that 


there are more than 3000. Great 
difficulty is experienced the au- 
thorities in inspecting ohamme- 
dan homes where three-quarters of 
the cases are believed to be con- 
cealed. 

Mohammdan women refuse to be 
treated by male doctors, no matter 
how serious their illness. Many of 
the Christian natives think it un- 
manly to have the attention of a 
doctor or nurse. 

“We are not afraid to die,” the 
Thardy mountaineers: assert 
medical aid is offered them. 
all the fuss? Disease is a curse 
from God, but if He sees fit to send 
it to us we must die like men.” 

The Bosnian government, how- 
ever, has closed all moving-picture 
houses, dance halls and places of 
public congregation and is attempt- 
ing to introduce a plan whereby a 
medical certificate will be * 
of every traveler on the railways. 

A veritable plague of lice overruns 
the country. They are to be found 
everywhere, carrying with them the 
germs of typhus. One of the great- 
est needs of the natives is soap, of 
which there is none to be had. Ty- 
phus is following the lines of com- 
munication, especially the railways. 
American Red Cross personnel, 
members of the Hoover food mis- 
sion and American naval officers 
avoid the railways, as the cars are 
infested with typhus lice. 

The American Red Cross is mak- 
ing preparations to aid twenty-two 
civilian hospitals in Bosnia and 
| Herzegovina and six military hos- 
pitals, which have been converted 
into civillan hospitals. Four small 
hospitals wheré typhus cases are 
i being treated by American Red 
Cross doctors and nurses have been 
established and aid also is on the 
way to five military hospitals in Dal- 
matia at Cattaro, Spalato, Sinj, Mel- 
jini and . 'Members of the 
Hoover food mission at Ragusa and 
of the American navy at Zelanika 
have been aiding the American Red 
Croes restore Bosnia and Herse- 
govina.

BEER IS PERMITTED. 


BALTIMORE BREWERS ELATED 
OVER DECISION OF UNITED 
STATES JUDGE.

BALTIMORE, 1.—Ldiquor 
men here are rejoicing tonight over 
a decision in the United States Dis- 
trict Court by Judge Rose, in ac- 
cordance with the ruling of the Unit- 


ed States District Court of New York. 
handing down an opinion which lit- 
erally gives brewers in the local dis- 
trict a free right to manufacture and 
sell beer of not only half per cent., 
but 23-4 per cent., until the Su- 
preme Court makes the final ruling 
on the question, 

The opinion was in the case of the 
Standard Brewing Company, the of- 
ficials of which were indicted for 
manufacturing beer of one-half of 
1 per cent. 

Judge Rose sustained the demur- 
rer, but in doing so informed the de- 
fendants that they would de still 
conducting their business at their 
own riek by manufacturing beer. 

“I shall sustain the demurrer,” 
said Judge Rose in closing the opin- 
fon. “My decision will not differ 
from that made in the other courts, 
which is to be finally decided by the 
Supreme Court. It simply means 
that a man shall manufacture or 
sell vinous or fermentous Maur 
that are not intoxicating. He may 
not. however, sell anything that is 
intoxicating. If the Supreme Court 
decided that the judge in New York 
was wrong and that I erred in fol- 
lowing him then another indictment 
can be obtained for these entle- 
men and you know what that means.

STATE COMMISSIONER DE. 
CLARES CONDITION OF LA- 
BOR ENCOURAGING. 


IBY A. P. CORRESPONDENCE. } 
CHEYENNE (Wyo.) 
“There is no general unemployment 
in Wyoming,” said Harry C. Hot 
man, State Commissioner of Labor 
and Statistics, in commenting today 
upon a story printed here that 


there was unemployment in some 
sections of the country, “in fact, 
there are many jobs unfilled. In 
all parts of the State the various 
industries are progressing splendid- 
ly. Many communities are contem- 
plating extensive road-building pro- 
Srammes, and others are undergo- 
ing building booms, Jue to the de- 
velopments of the oll fields. 
“Another encouraging sign is the 
scarcity of labor, especially for 
farms. Practically all the returning 
soldiers and sailors are finding 
work readily in their chusen occupa- 
tions and the farmers and ranch- 
men are constantly calling for more 
men to care for the crops and live 
stock. High wages are being paid. 
“Probably at no time within its 
history has Wyoming hai within its 
borders so many employees. This 


farmers, development of cur latent 

urces, and the general and ma- 
erial progress which has been made 
in Wyoming during the past two 
years. There can be no doubt that 
in most Mnes of industry in this 
State a much better condition exists 
than for some years past.

“Wyoming coal mines are w :=rk- 
ing fewer men than in former years, 
due to overproduction and develop- 
ment of new workings, but thev are 
managing to give those employed 
three and four days work a week. 
One of the most important fields for 
this surplus labor will be the big 
State highway programme au‘*hor- 
ized by the last Legislature and by 
the commissioners of various ¢conn- 
ties. Organized labor is enthusias- 
tie over good roads. It feels that 
there are two big reasons why labor 
should be back of the good roads 
First they realize that 
prices on farm produce are going to 
be lower to the consumers when the 
stuff can be brought in every day 
of the year rather than a compara- 
tively few days; and, second, they 
are anxious to push. anything that 
makes for public improvement. 

“Much of the farm work in 
Wyoming is seasonabie, and it is 
impossible to have a supply of men 
available for immediate service 
when needed, as men must work 
at other times besides the rush 
period on the farm to maintain a 
healthy existence. 

“Increases in the cost of com- 
modities and food in Wyoming 
since the beginning of the European 
war in 1914 have been enormous, 
according to figures compiled by 
the State Department of Labor and 
Statistics. From this report it is 
clearly permissible, in all cases 
where averages are used, to state 
that the average increase of living 
in the average-sized family amounts 
to fully 55 per cent.” 


PLEADS UNAWARE OF 
SHELTERING AGITATORS 


IA. F. FOREIGN CORRES! ONDEN: F } 

PYENG YANG (Korea) May 10.— 
That the accused did not know he 
was sheltering agitators was one of 
the main points in the defense of 
Rev. E. M. Mowry of Mansfield, O., 
who appealed from a sentence of 
six months in the lower court for 
having harbored Korean leaders. 
and whose case was heard in the 
appeal court of Pyeng Yang today. 
Judge Hashimoto presided and Pub- 
lic Procurator Mitsui represented 
the prusecution. 

Mr. Mowry was defended by Dr. 
S. Uzawa, a prominent lawyer of 
Tokio, assisted by three barristers 
from Seoul and Pyeng Yang. In the 
audience were K. C. Curtice, the 
American Vice-Consul at Seoul, ten 
or more American missionaries and 
several foreign women. 

Answering questions put to him 
% the judge. Mr. Mowry denied 
knowledge of, or participation in. 
the agitation scheme planned by 
students of Sungszil University, He 
admitted that he gave shelter at his 
house to Yi Posik and four other 
Koreans, but denied that he so pro- 
tected them because of knowing 
that they were wanted by the police 
in connection with the agitation. He 
had admitted them simply out of 
compliance with their request. as 
they were his pupils or employees. 

Public Procura‘er Mitsui argucd 
that the point of the present case 
was Whether or not the dofendant 
was @ware that the Koreans he gave 
thelter to were offenders iiable to 
a legal punishment heavier than a 
fine. He declared that the Rev. Mr. 
Mowry’s denial was scarcely to be 
accepted, and that the judgement 
pronounced by the court of urst in- 
stance should be upheld 

Refating this argument, Dr. 
Uzawa said that the allegation that 
the defendant was aware of the 
fact that the Koreans were wanted 
by the police was not fully estab- 
lished. According to his personal in- 
vestigation, the room in which the 
defendant gave them shelter was his 
study, and was ome nearest to the 
road, so it was in full view from the 
outside. This was evidence that he 
harbored no intention of specially 
sheltering them from capture by the 
police. Dr. mans urged that the 
judgment pronounced at the pre- 
liminary examination be quashed, 
and Mr. Mowry act free. Dr. Uzawa's 
colleagues also pleaded for Mr. 
Mowry. Decision was reser.ed. 


The appeal court sentenced the 
Rev. Mr. Mowry on May 18 to eur 
months in prison. He appealed to 
the highest court.

It's only forty odd miles up a 
dusty road from Paris and it will 
be the first objective of American 
tourists. Already France is ex- 
pecting a floodtide of these tourists 
the day passport restrictions are 
lifted and a syndicate of Americans, 
mostly Americans demobilized over 
here, are planning a string of Amer- 
dan bars along the road. And at 
Chateau-Thierry—likewise the re- 
mainder of the front—German pris- 
oners have filled in the trenches, 
but the enterprising hotelkeepers 
are digging new trenches for the 
tourists, clean, comfortable trenches 
near town, and near a bar! 

WAR CROSSES NUMEROUS. 

“Ah, he does not have the Croix 
de Guerre!“ exclaimed the French 
detective. Alors, eh bien, m'sieu,“ 
it will be tres facile to find him!” 

And easy enough it would be; for 
who ever saw a grizzied, weather- 
beaten old poilu, or even one of the 
young conscripts struggling man- 
fully to grow a mustache, who didn't 
have the War Cross, or at least the 
little red ribbon— tomato“ the 
irreverent soldier calls it—signifly- 
ing its award. 

While it was hard enough for 
American soldiers to win the French 
decoration in question, seeing that 
American units figured on the west- 
ern front only between October, 
1917, and November, 1918, the 
potius, who had just about four and 
a half years of war. naturally came 
into many more chances for being 


“soldats brave et courageux,.” as 
the citations accompanying the 
cross’s award usually began. And, 


be it said to their credit, they passed 
up mighty few chances to be 
styled. brave and courageous sol- 
diers. 

To have a Crotx de Guerre with 
one bronze star on it—pouf! For a 
veteran of the whole war, “Ce n'est 
rien!"—its nothing. But to have 
one with say, about twelve palms on 
tt is “another pair of sleeves.” 
Fonck, the great ace of French avia- 
tion, could, if he wanted to, wear a 
Croix with the ribbon loaded down 
with some fifty-seven palms, reach- 
ing from his left breast pocket way 
down to his ankle. Other lesser 
air lights have indeed been seen, 
on ceremonial occasions, with palm- 
laden ribbons reaching at least to 
the waist. 

DECORATING PROCESS. 

This is the way it works, in the 
decorating process: A soldier men- 
tioned for bravery and devotion in 
regimental or brigade orders wears 
a bronze star on the ribbon of his 
cross; if mentioned in divisional or- 
ders, a silver star: if in corps or- 
ders, a gold star; if in orders of an 
army, the palm. A subsequent men- 
tion means another star or palm, 
and 8 on. 

If his act was so exceptional that 
his division commander felt moved 
to forward the account of it to the 
army corps commander, and he in 
turn to the army commander. and 
the army commander approves the 
award, then all goes well. At a 
subsequent review, the general him- 
self comes down the line. pins on 
the coveted cross with palm. and 
—volla!—kisses the “soldat brave 
et courageux” on both cheeks. 

And that kind of a C. de G. will 
stand some bragging about.

experiments in contemporary jour- 
nalism—the Stars and Stripes—of- 
ficial organ of the American Expe- 
ditionary Forces, edited by and for 
the soldiers of the American army 
in France, and published in Paris. 
Started on February 8, 1318, when 
the A. E. F. could only boart of some 
two divisions (a little more than 
50,000 men) in the Allied line, it was 
published week after week in the 
face of many difficulties, informing, 
cheering on, and diverting more 
than 2,000,000 Yanks. It wound up 
its labors for the transplanted 
Americans exactly two vears after 
Gen. Pershing arrived in Paris to 
begin the great work that was com- 
pleted only with the occupation ot 
the Coblenz bridgehead on the 
Rhine. 

The Stars and Stripes, while thor- 
oughly American in tone and flavor 
and written entirely by Americans, 
Was a curiously international prod- 
uct. A Yankee doughboy would 
write an article and then either a 
Yankee or British compositor at the 
plant of the London Daily Mail’s 
Paris edition would set it up. When 
it was placed in the page. and the 
page stereotyped the actual print- 
ing would be taken care of by 
French pressmen at the plant of 
Le Journal, one of the most influen- 
tial Paris dailies. Thus ſt was that 
representatives of each of the three 
great All had a hand in furnish- 
ing the doughboy with his weekly 
grist of news from home and from 
his comrades along. that lively 
stretch of front from the English 
Channe! to the Adriatic Sea. 

BIG CIRCULATION. 

Commencing with a circulation of 
some 40,000, the Stars and Stripes 
grew to one of almost 600.000, mak- 
ing it after the Saturday Evening 
Post with ite more than 2,000,000. 
and Collier’s with its more than 
1,000,000 a week, one of the most 
influential American weeklies in ex- 
istence. It is estimated that fully 
two-thirds of the copies that were 
subscribed for and sent out to the 


army were in turn mailed bs the 
army to the States for the edifica- 
tion of the home folks. Is good as 
a home letter“ was one of this 
unique paper's first slogans; and the 
doughboy, whether at the front or 
toiling in the 8.0.8., used it to sup- 
plement his weekly “I am well;

‘Pinancial assistance from the 
United States is the only savidr to 
which Mexico can look to rescue 
it from total collapse, declared P.

Sabotage was injected into the 
telephone strike situation here yes- 
terday, when lon®-distance cables be- 
tween El Monte and Alhambra and 
El Monte and Arcadia were cut, 
crippling service in regions east of 
the city.

He says he has been reading 
with great interest the display ad- 
vertisements in The Times, in which 
the Los Angeles Shipbuilding and 
Dry Dock Company and officials of 
the shipyard trade union, now on 
strike. have been discussing the 
merits of the dispute. 

“So far as I know, the matter of 
putting the facts in a labor dispute 
before the public by using news- 
paper advertising space has never 
before been resorted to in this coun- 
try.” he says. “Occasionally, one 
side uses the newspapers to good 
advantage, but in the shipyard 
strike, both sides have deen pub- 
lishing pertinent facts, which has a 
tendency to give the people a 
straight line on things, and I heartily 
approve of this form of concilia- 
tion.

As the result of a raid conducted 
by Special Agent Blanford, of San 
Francisco, and Special Agents Hud- 
son, of Fresno, and Kelly, of San 
Francisco, nineteen members of the 
I. W. W. are in jail in Stockton, 
and tons of the literature-of the 
cult is in the possession of Federal 
officers. 

It is declared that some of the 
men captured are e cream of the 
Organization in California, and the 
round-up followed certain informa- 
tion that leaked out of the I. W. W.. 
headquarters to the offices of the 
agents of the Department of Justice 
in Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
Sacramento, Fresno and other points. 
A convention of the gang had 
been called for Fresno, June 29, and 
it was understood that the gather- 
ing was to be made up of the clev- 
erest men in the organization in 
California. It was then arranged to 
take the whole outfit into custody, 
but for some reason that is not 
divulged, the convention could not 
be raided by the police or the 
Sheriff's office at Fresno, and the 
work was taken in hand by the rep- 
resentatives of the Department of 
Justice. The result was a general 
round-up of the men and the cap- 
ture of a large amount of literature. 
As now arranged, the Stockton 
prisoners will be prosecuted by the 
State authorities under the law 
which provides that any person who 
teaches, plots or practices violence 
or crime to destroy property. over- 
throw the government, defy laws or 
bring about political changes, may 
be imprisoned for not to 
fourteen years. 

Tt was reported that the Stockton 
Prisoners had planned a campaign 
of wholesale assassination of cer- 
tain individuals in Los Angeles, July 
4, but this story was denied yes- 
t Cc i Keep, agent in 
charge of the Department of Justice 
here. He stated it as his opinion 
that the I. W. W., had nothing to 
do with any bomb plots here or 
elsewhere, as its members are 
too cowardly. most of them would 
be afraid to handle one. 

“Bomb plots are hatched bv the 
regular anarchists.” said Mr. Keep, 
“the fearless, desperate type known 
as Reds, the leaders of whom have 
often willingly sacrificed tReir own 
lives to one whom the 
poor, misguided creatures thought 
should be murdered.”

Housing Needs Must be Met, 
Constructors Declare. 


Association Backs Proposed

Neither high cost of material nor 
high wages will retard the present 
building movement in Los Angeles, 
because new buildings of all kinds 
are imperatively needed. 

This sentiment furnished the key- 
note of the addresses last night at 
a meeting of the Building Industries 


Ass tion, more than 100 of whose 
members gathered at a dinner at 
Christopher's. The object was to 


invite the co-operation of county of- 
ficials in stimulating local buil 
activities. 

The association, through Presi- 
dent Walter R. Simons, who pre- 
sided, heartily indorsed the Board of 
Education's programme for a pro- 
posed bond issue of from $6,000,000 
to $8,000,000 to provide adequate 
school facilities. 

“There is no question of the need 
for new buildings of every kind,” de- 
clared J. H. Bean, a member of the 
Board of Supervisors. “Nor is there 
any probability of building prices 
and wages coming down. In my 
opinion, we, don't want them to go 
down. We should realize that a 
new condition has entered the 
world’s affairs and plan accordingly. 
While we all realize there is con- 
siderable labor unrest, we must also 
understand that here on the Pacific 
oast we are entering our greatest 
era of prosperity.” 

Supervisor Jonathan 8. Dodge 
spoke warmly in favor of starting 
the proposed civic center. 
“This city should take an ad- 
vanced position in building.” he de- 
clared. “This city has stood still in 
respect to a civic center The time 
has arrived when it should g0 
ahead.”

SHIPYARDS CAN USE 
DISABLED SOLDIERS. 


TENT MANUFACTURER DISCOV- 
ERS MANY WAYS TO USE 
FORMER FIGHTING MEN. 


[BY A. P. CORRESPONDENCE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 27.—-That 
both the blind as well as the maimed 
of the great war are fully capable 
of doing certain necessary work in 
shipyards, rigging lofts and hangars, 
is the opinion of F. J. Luebbert. 
head of a tent manufacturing con- 
cern, Who made the discovery while 
endeavoring to tind sufficient help in 
order to fill his war contracts with 
the Unajted States government. 

Short of help for preparing foot 
stops and guy ropes for his tents, 
which consists in knotting and splic- 
ing, it oceurred to Mr. Luebbert that 
if the blind were capable of becom- 
ing adept at basket weaving. the 
same principles would apply 
making complicated knots an 
splices. His offer of work to the 
students of several institutions for 
the blind was accepted and the re- 
sult proved a complete success, 8 

For the foot rope, or loop that 
holds to the tent peg, the Matthew 
Walker knot is used, among the 
most complicated known to ma- 
riners. By patient work, and with 
the aid of a heavy rope over which 
Mr. Luebbert could guide the hands 
of his pupils the workers were able, 
at the end of the week, to the 
knot as well as their tpacher. 

“Not only could they do as well as 
myself, but they could do it a whole 
lot faster. I paid three-fourths of a 
cent each for every foot stop de- 
livered and they averaged between 
$4 and $5 a day. Out of several mil- 
lions of these foot stops delivered 
there was not a single rejection. I 
also taught them how guy ropes 
were spliced and whipped and they 
became equall? expert in this. 

“Under the circumstances, I am 
convinced that these people could be 
expertly used by the United States 
Shipping Board in making the rig- 
ging for the new merchant marine 
fleet. which we are constructing. 


There is much work in rigging lofts; 


that they can do as expertly as a 
sound worker. 

“With the tremendous growth in 
aviation, which I anaes is bound to 
come, they also could be 8 
in the hangars where wire cables 
have to be wrapped by rope.

The criminal] records of the coun- 
try show that alcohol is the greatest single 
agent of violence. 

Mr. Gompers seems to think that the 
saloon ig @ great agent of peace and good 
behavior; and that the closing of the grog 
shops will turn the working populations to 
anarchy. He does not seem to be aware 
that the low saloons were recognized breed- 
ing places for crime in every community 
where they existed. Bomb plots and strike 
murders generally originated in the back 
rooms of saloons. Before the plotters 
started on their mission of assassination 
and destruction they dulled their con- 
sciences and numbed their fears with 
whisky. 

Tt is true that the radical labor-unionists, 
the imported Bolshevists and the I. W. W. 
are all bitterly opposed to prohibition. 
They are of the thriftless class that de- 
generate quickly into physica] and moral 
brutes. The minds of sober men are not 
easily infamed. Riots seldom become se 
rious until the mob has broken into liquor 
stores and consumed great quantities of 
booze. The first act of the government in 
suppressing riots is to close the saloons. 

The most certain way to fasten prohibi- 
tion upon the country for generations is for 
the opposition to fight it with violence and 
revolution. Few laws have been amended 
in this country under threat of violence. 


ate importer. Before the war Great Brit- 
ain first and Germany second supplied the 
bulk of this import trade. For the past fivé 
years Australia has done without most lux- 
uries and a great many necessities and has 
had to rely chiefly on Japan for such mod- 
est household commodities as matches, for 
instance. But Japan in no wise filled the 
gap, nor were the quality of her products 
of such a nature as to win permanent cus- 
tomers. Now that peace is restored and 
shipping facilities returning, commerce be- 
tween the United States and Australia 
should certainly be encouraged. Australia 
has numerous primary products which we 
can use, such as meats, hides, tallow, ores, 
wool, grain, hardwood and furred skins, 
and in exchange for these we can send all 
kinds of manufactured goods, especially 
machinery, automobiles, dyes, textiles, hos 
lery, gloves, hardware, chemicals, toys and 
paper. Australia has vast natural resources 
awaiting exploitation and many public im- 
provements are contemplated, for all of 
which she will need building and ‘construc- 
tion materials of all kinds and grain ele- 
vators.

EY El Santa Anita, king of 


R the turf, is dead. 
The most famous racing 


horse in California history, pride of 
the late E. J. (Lucky) Baldwin, died, 
as he lived and raced, game. 

Rey El, as he was familiarly 
known from the California coast to 
the Atlantic shores, was a winner of 
the American Derby and of countless 
races throughout the country. 

It is estimated by Mrs. Anita Bald- 
win, daughter and heiress of 
“Lucky” Baldwin, that the king of 
the turf, won more than $250,000 
in purses. 

He won the American Derby at 
Washington Park, Chicago, coming 
down in front in the then fast time 
of 2:26 and, incidentally, winning 
a purse of $19,750. 

Rey El was famous for his beauty, 
his poise, grace and dignity, and 
was the admitted king of all 


thoroughbreds. In 1906 he was win- | 
ner of the Broadway stakes in New 
York and of leading purses at Louis- 


ville, St. Louis, Little Rock and 
other prominent tracks. 
HONORS ABROAD. 

In 1907, he was leasell by Richard 
Croker, who took him to England 
where he attracted world-wide at- 
tention both, as a race-horse and a 
famous sire. After adding to lau- 
rels already won, he was brought 
back to America and finally to his 
birthplace at unique, picturesque 
Santa Anita Rancho, a few miles 
from Los Angeles. 

Of recent years the king of the 
turf, though growing old, held his 
own magnificently in spirit, and car- 
ried himself with the grace and 
pride, and with the “pep” of a 2- 
year-old, 

Only five years ago, when he was 
24 years old, he won the first prize 
at the Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition, in San Francisco. At 
that time. officials of the exposition 
urgently besought his appearahce 
there, and finally, despite his age, 


to the exposition. Besides being

awarded first prize, he was ad- 
judged senior champion and grand 
champion thoroughbred stallion, in 


competition with horses of his kind 
from all over the country. 

He was on his feet, so to speak, 
when death overtook him. Until a 
few hours before his death he was 
well and in good spirits. Then he 
was seized with an attack of vol- 
vulvus and died. 

DEATH UNHERALDED. 

Due honor was paid to the proud- 
est, most famous racing thorough- 
bred of the State yesterday. With 
his racing colors, records and cov- 
erings wrapping him about, the 
beautiful Rey El, king of the turf. 
was buried beside Grimstead, an- 
other of Luckv's“ racers and sec- 
ond only to Rey El. 

Side by side the two kings of the 
turf now lie, in the beautiful park 
in front of the home where he spent 
his colthood and where later he was 
universal favorite. 

And their graves will always: be 
kept green by Mrs. Baldwin, who. 
along with these two internationally 
famous horses and several millions 
which she inherited when her father 
died, inherited his great love of 
horseflesh and all his pride in Rey 
El Santa Anita.

WANTED FOR FRANCE. 
ENLISTMENT TO STOP NEXT 


SATURDAY, BUT REGULAR 
ARMY ASKS RECRUITS. 


The War Department has issued 
orders to recruiting officers through- 
out the country, to discontinue en- 
listment of men for service in France 
after midnight next Saturday. In- 
structions have also been received 
not to accept any more men for the 
cavalry in Hawali, although service 
in the engineers, Medical Depart- 
ment, Signal Corps and Coast . 


lery are still open. 

This is taken to indicate that en- 
listment in the regular army is 
popular with the young men of the 
country, most of whom have put in 
from six to eighteen months with 
the colors under war conditions and 
realize the benefits to be derived 
from such service. It is not the old- 
time peace army or the old type of 
military service to which these 
men are going.
